The  live  birth  rate  at  14.53  is  lower  than  the  equivalent 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  at  16.4,  which  inci¬ 
dentally  is  the  highest  birth  rate  for  ten  years.  The  still  birth 
rate  for  the  year  was  18.07  compared  with  the  National  figure 
of  21.6 

The  Death  Rate  in  the  Borough  was  8.13  against  the  1  1 .7 
for  the  Country  but  this  is  only  arrived  at  by  using  the  com¬ 
parability  factor  and  thereby  making  a  drastic  correction  for 
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the  unfavourable  composition  of  the  population,  with  a  pre¬ 
ponderance  in  the  older  age  ranges.  This  is  further  borne  out  by 
the  fact  that  again  this  year  there  is  a  natural  decrease  with 
an  excess  of  14  deaths  over  live  births. 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  the  Infantile  Mortality 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  the  lowest  ever  previously 
recorded  being  22.5  per  1,000  live  births  and  Stamford  further 
improved  on  this  with  a  figure  of  18.40. 

The  number  of  marriages  were  9%  down  on  the  previous 
year  but  if  all  these  young  people  can  find  the  homes  and  em¬ 
ployment  they  need  without  having  to  migrate  further  afield 
they  may  in  time  improve  the  vital  statistics  and  stop  the 
gradual  but  inexorable  decline  in  population.

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Diseases  of  the  cardio-vascular  system  again  head  the  list 
of  causes  of  deaths,  accounting  for  one  half  (89)  of  the  total 
and  of  these  33  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  It  may  not  be 
inopportune  to  make  a  few  comments  on  the  increasing  inci¬ 
dence  of  this  disease  of  Western  civilisation.  Diet  may  well 
play  an  important  part  and  a  curtailment  of  fats,  especially 
those  of  animal  origin,  at  least  among  those  who  have  already 
suffered  a  coronary  attack  or  have  a  family  history  of  such 
disasters,  is  a  wise  proceeding. 

There  are  two  very  important  precautions  applicable  to 
everyone.  Firstly  do  not  eat  in  excess  of  energy  requirements, 
certainly  in  middle  and  later  life,  and  secondly,  take  adequate 
exercise,  particularly  if  in  a  sedentary  occupation  and  a  good 
maxim  would  be  “Never  ride  when  you  can  walk”.  The  cul¬ 
tivation  of  hobbies  and  wide  interests  is  an  escape  valve  for  the 
stresses  and  strains  of  life  as  well  as  a  sheet  anchor  for  the  days 
of  retirement.  While  such  principles  cannot  halt  the  passage  of 
time  and  its  cohorts  they  can  help  to  minimise  the  results. 

Thirty  seven  deaths  were  due  to  new  growths  and  a  fifth 
of  these  (7)  were  cancer  of  the  lung.  This  scourge  is  increasing 
in  this  country  by  over  1 ,000  cases  each  year.  One  of  the  pre¬ 
cipitating  factors — tobacco-smoke — is  known  and  yet  so  little 
is  done  about  it — a  rather  illogical  position  when  campaigns 
against  other  diseases  are  viewed  alongside  it. 

The  respiratory  group  of  diseases  (16)  were  the  third  most 
important.

The  approximate  daily  consumption  remains  much  the 
same  as  in  each  of  the  two  previous  years  at  750,000  gallons 
or  about  35  gallons  per  head  per  day  after  allowing  for  indus¬ 
trial  usage.  The  precise  form  which  the  proposed  regionalisation 
of  water  supplies  will  take  locally  has  still  to  be  formulated 
but  in  the  meantime  the  Borough  is  well  served. 

It  was  with  feelings  of  satisfaction  and  relief  that  we  saw 
the  new  extensions  and  modernisation  at  the  sewage  works 
come  into  operation  in  October,  introducing  a  new  era  in  the 
treatment  of  the  raw  products  and  a  recirculation  procedure. 

In  all  forms  of  progress  the  spot  light  moves  and  now  with 
the  purification  taken  care  of  it  is  the  tributaries  to  the  system 
that  demand  attention.  The  sewers  were  not  designed  to  meet 
present  day  demands  and  collaterals  will  be  required.  A  survey 
has  been  done  throughout  the  Borough  to  ascertain  the  basic 
facts  upon  which  future  proposals  can  be  solidly  based. 

The  Public  Baths  are  always  a  popular  amenity  of  the 
town  and  were  well  patronised  throughout  what,  from  a 
weather  standpoint  was  an  inauspicious  season.  The  water  was 
regularly  checked  at  the  deep  and  shallow  ends  for  residual 
chlorine  and  pH.  This  meticulous  care  helps  to  ensure  the  con¬ 
tinuing  safety  and  aesthetics  of  the  water  in  the  bath.  As  a 
further  safeguard  a  Minuteman  Resuscitator  was  added  to  the 
equipment.  Rules  for  Health  and  Cleanliness  are  on  display 
and  a  further  contribution  was  made  in  this  respect  by  the 
installation  of  foot  showers. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  the  water  on  various  occa¬ 
sions  gave  satisfactory  results. 

In  one  case  owing  to  the  insanitary  state  of  a  property 
brought  about  by  the  sloth  and  irresponsibility  of  the  tenant 
the  service  of  a  Statutory  Notice  under  the  Nuisance  Section  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  was  necessary.  Concurrently  the  owners 
however  applied  to  the  County  Court  for  a  Possession  Order 
and  this  was  granted.  Such  cases  of  social  bankruptcy  are  for¬ 
tunately  extremely  rare. 

The  bodies  of  four  Italian  soldiers  were  exhumed  from 
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the  Borough  Cemetery  for  reinterment  at  Brookwood.  This  was 
carried  out  in  the  presence  of  a  member  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  with  full  regard  to  public  health  requirements  and 
the  aesthetic  values.

AGE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  NOTIFIED  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 
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The  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases,  excluding  tubercu¬ 
losis  was  higher  than  in  the  previous  year,  518  compared  with 
80  in  1957  and  132  in  1956. 

This  higher  figure  was  due  to  an  epidemic  of  measles 
which  accounted  for  438  of  the  cases.  Fortunately  the  disease 
under  modern  methods  of  treatment  though  exceedingly  invas¬ 
ive  has  few  sequelae  and  in  only  one  case  was  it  deemed  desir¬ 
able  to  arrange  admission  to  hospital.  Later  in  the  year  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  made  an  appearance  and  54  cases  were  notified  and 
in  practically  every  instance  occurred  in  a  child  who  earlier  in 
the  year  had  had  measles. 

It  was  gratifying  that  there  was  no  case  of  either  polio¬ 
myelitis  or  dysentery. 

Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  1  1  cases.  This  particular  mani¬ 
festation  of  the  streptococcus  raises  anomalies  as  it  is  notifi¬ 
able  whereas  an  exactly  similar  organism  causing  the  same 
symptoms  of  sore  throat,  pyrexia  and  possibly  vomiting  but 
without  the  rash  is  not.  Fortunately  scarlet  fever  has  lost  its 
virulence  and  unenviable  reputation  of  former  days. 

The  Asian  influenza  which  became  epidemic  late  in  1957 
continued  into  the  early  weeks  of  this  year  and  as  so  often 
happens  with  this  infection  there  was  a  strong  sting  in  its 
tail.  It  was  directly  responsible  for  two  deaths  and  a  number 
of  cases  of  pneumonia. 

This  year  saw  the  vaccination  programme  against  polio¬ 
myelitis  really  get  under  way  and  the  demand  for  protection 
was  particularly  pleasing  in  the  lower  age  categories.  This  new¬ 
est  immuniological  procedure  it  is  hoped  will  go  far  to  stamp 
out  poliomyelitis  from  our  midst  and  there  seems  a  hope  that 
if  a  high  proportion — say  80  to  85  per  cent  of  those  aged  25 
and  under  are  protected  a  “herd  immunity”  will  be  developed 
which  will  protect  the  other  and  older  age  groups  as  well.  As 
vaccine  becomes  plentiful  this  must  be  the  national  aim.  In 
the  meantime  however  it  would  be  wise  not  to  depend  on  the 
vaccination  programme  alone  for  protection  as  178  cases,  of 
which  92  were  paralytic,  did  occur  last  year  in  vaccinated  per¬ 
sons  in  this  country.  This  therefore  should  be  supported  by  the 
same  scrupulous  attention  to  good  personal  and  domestic 
hygiene  as  was  the  first  line  of  defence  in  the  past  and  the 
avoidance  of  crowds  and  stuffy  atmospheres  when  the  infec¬ 
tion  is  about.  By  these  combined  operations  the  present  bridge¬ 
head  will  be  consolidated  and  the  campaign  eventually  won.  It 
will  require  a  big  effort  and  a  sense  of  duty  for  all  those  under 
25,  or  having  care  of  them,  to  come  forward  and  play  their  part 
by  being  vaccinated  and  in  so  doing  help  to  relegate  poliomyel¬ 
itis  to  the  same  position  as  diphtheria  among  the  infectious 
diseases. 

For  the  thirteenth  year  there  has  been  no  case  of  diph¬ 
theria  in  the  Borough  but  this  freedom  can  only  be  maintained 
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by  ensuring  that  every  child  is  immunised  before  the  first 
birthday  and  thus  keeping  up  the  populations  immunity  as  a 
whole.  At  the  moment  the  child’s  first  year  of  life  is  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  succession  of  “pricks” — against  smallpox,  against 
diphtheria,  against  whooping  cough,  against  poliomyelitis  and 
in  some  cases  against  tetanus  as  well.  It  is  heartening  to  hear 
from  an  expert  like  Dr.  Salk  that  a  time  will  doubtless  come 
when  the  last  four  antigens  can  be  combined  effectively  in  one 
vaccine  with  a  minimum  of  injections.  I  can  hear  the  League 
of  Teenies  applauding  unanimously.  For  the  present  however  I 
do  appeal  to  the  mothers  to  have  their  children  protected 
against  as  many  ills  as  they  can  for  an  ounce  of  protection  is 
better  than  a  pound  of  cure.

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7  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  reported  in  1957. 

One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  four  of  non- 
pulmonary  were  notified  during  the  year.  Additionally,  one 
further  case  of  each  type  moved  into  the  town  from  other 
areas.  There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year.  , 

There  is  a  sanguine  hope  that  pulmonary  tuberculosis  will 
be  eradicated  but  this  will  not  be  achieved  so  long  as  any 
section  of  the  community  remains  apathetic.  Jt  is  often  the 
elderly  “chronic  bronchitic”  who  is  the  reservoir  of  infection 
and  yet  these  are  the  people  who  are  so  difficult  to  persuade 
to  attend  when  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  comes  to  town. 

The  after-care  and  surveillance  of  the  known  cases  and 
their  contacts  at  the  chest  clinic,  the  surgery  and  in  the  home 
is  taken  as  a  matter  of  routine,  but  I  ^suggest  that  until  the 
Health  Visitor  has  access  to  the  Chest  Clinics  a  vitally  import¬ 
ant  link  is  missing  in  the  defensive  ring  and  her  domiciliary 
follow  up  deprived  of  much  value. 

That  tuberculosis  is  still  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with 

i 
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though  it  gets  little  of  the  limelight  with  Poliomyelitis  on  the 
stage,  and  it  can  be  no  less  crippling,  is  shown  by  its  incidence. 
During  the  past  5  years  21  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tubercu¬ 
losis  and  9  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  been 
notified  and  in  the  same  period  there  was  one  notified  case  of 
poliomyelitis. 

The  Council  gives  priority  to  the  rehousing  of  tubercu¬ 
lous  patients  where  this  is  recommended  after  consultation 
with  the  Chest  Physician.

The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  is  one  of  91 
houses  of  which  50  were  included  in  the  scheme  for  the  first 
five  years.  Up  to  31st  December,  81  houses  had  been  dealt 
with — 13  during  the  year  as  follows  ; — 

Undertakings  8.  Demolition  Order  1  Closing  Orders  4. 

The  year  saw  the  complete  rehousing  of  all  the  occupants 
of  the  East  Street/Elm  Street  Clearance  area  and  the  start  of 
demolition  work  to  allow  for  the  re-development  of  the  area 
and  the  erection  of  15  Elderly  Persons  Dwellings  thereon.  This 
will  be  an  ideal  situation  for  them. 

All  the  occupants  of  Brookes  Court  and^  Lumby’s  Terrace 
were  likewise  rehoused  allowing  for  the  modernisation  and 
rehabilitation  of  the  houses  in  the  latter  area.  These  after  being 
given  a  New  Look  will  play  their  part  in  rehousing  those  dis¬ 
placed  from  other  areas.  This  serves  as  a  model  in  planning  and 
integration  between  those  responsible  for  the  Slum  Clearance 
programme  and  those  on  whom  the  burden  of  re-housing  falls. 
As  much  consideration  as  is  possible  is  given  to  the  wishes  and 
needs  of  the  displaced  occupiers  and  usually  it  has  been  pos¬ 
sible  to  put  them  in  the  area.of  their  choice..  In  this  way  Slum 
Clearance  surgery  has  been  made  as  painless  as  possible. 
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A  further  Clearance  Area  involving  ten  houses  was  de¬ 
clared  in  Eight  Acres  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  all  but  one 
of  the  occupiers  had  been  rehoused. 

The  financial  stringencies  of  a  year  which  saw  the  Bank 
Rate  rise  to  7%  inevitably  had  their  effect  on  the  building  of 
houses.  So  far  as  the  Council  were  concerned  the  44  houses 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  1957  were  completed  but 
at  the  end  of  this  year  there  were  none.  Private  building  also 
showed  an  equivalent  depression. 

Four  Improvement  Grants  were  agreed  to  during  the 
period.  Eight  new  Caravan  Licences  were  granted  apart  from 
rene^vals.  The  eighteen  sites  on  the  Council’s  Caravan  Site  were 
fully  occupied  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twenty 
applicants  on  the  Waiting  List  for  vacancies.  It  continues  to  be 
a  source  of  deep  regret  that  the  legal  control  of  caravans  should 
be  so  nebulous.  While  close  on  a  quarter  of  a  million  people 
make  their  homes  in  residential  caravans,  I  have  yet  to  find  an 
accepted  standard  for  permitted  numbers,  having  regard  to  the 
available  space. 

The  criteria  for  other  units  of  accommodation  such  as  sex 
separation,  or  sanitary  conveniences  not  communicating  dir¬ 
ectly  with  the  cooking  accommodation  are  generally  ignored 
where  these  are  concerned. 

When  will  the  cool  breath  of  sanity  and  lucidity  be  applied 
to  caravan  and  caravan  site  legislation  which  at  the  moment 
is  complex  and  impracticable  in  its  workings?  Surely  there  is  a 
crying  need  for  integration  between  the  provisions  of  the  1936 
Public  Health  Act  and  those  of  Planning  Law  as  they  do  not 
even  correspond  on  “exemption  periods’’  for  licensing.  Control 
of  caravans  is  necessary  for  obvious  reasons  but  how  frustrating 
it  is  in  its  practical  application. 

The  Council  operate  a  Points  Scheme  for  rehousing  appli¬ 
cants  and  during  the  year  25  applications  were  received  for 
priority  rehousing  on  health  grounds.  All  of  these  received  a 
personal  visit  and  were  investigated  before  a  recommendation 
was  made  and  I  would  again  like  to  thank  my  general  prac¬ 
titioner  colleagues  for  their  help  with  this  part  of  the  work. 

That  the  demand  for  Elderly  Person’s  accommodation  re¬ 
mains  still  an  insistent  call  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  excluding 
those  on  the  Tied  and  Service  Tenants  list,  of  the  159  on  the 
Waiting  List  for  houses  39  required  this  category,  that  is 
practically  25%. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  in  which  five  families  were 
living  in  one  house  was  investigated  and  rectified. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  of  1955  and  the  food  pur¬ 
chasing  public  have  together  contributed  to  a  generally  satis¬ 
factory  code  of  practice  in  food  businesses,  though  there  were 
three  lapses  from  grace  on  the  part  of  the  proprietors  of  market 
stalls  during  the  period.  Market  stalls,  by  reason  of  their  in¬ 
herent  shortcomings  as  sites  for  food  businesses  require  strict 
vigilance,  otherwise  by  the  end  of  a  dusty  summer’s  day  they 
can  be  far  removed  from  an  acceptable  standard. 

The  Municipal  Slaughterhouse  continues  to  provide  an  ex¬ 
cellent  service  primarily  to  the  town  but  also  serving  the  adja¬ 
cent  areas.  Further  representations  from  outside  interests  were 
made  during  the  year  to  have  it  designated  as  a  Dead  Weight 
Certification  Centre.  These  were  resisted  as  such  a  decision 
would  inevitably  lower  the  efficiency  and  permit  the  uninhib¬ 
ited  entry  of  casualty  animals. 

There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  and 
no  indications  that  additional  slaughterhouse  capacity  is  re¬ 
quired. 

The  Chief  Weights  and  Measures  Inspector  of  the  County 
Council,  Mr.  Hawley,  took  38  samples  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  The  articles  sampled  being  : —

BUTTER  SWEETS 

The  three  samples  of  locally  manufactured  confectionery 
were  all  found  to  contain  4%  or  more  of  butter  fat  which  justi¬ 
fies  the  use  of  the  designation  “butter”  scotch,  butter  drops  or 
as  the  case  may  be.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  a  north 
country  firm  was  prosecuted  and  fined  in  another  district  of 
the  County  for  selling  “butter”  scotch  which  was  deficient  in 
butter  fat. 


CREAM  AND  CREAM  CAKES 

It  is  no  longer  possible  to  use  the  term  “Cream”  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  substitute  or  imitation  article.  These  three 
samples  of  “double”  or  thick  dairy  cream  contained  an  average 
of  53%  of  butter  fat  (the  statutory  minimum  standard  is 
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48%)  while  the  two  samples  of  cream  cakes  were  found  to  con¬ 
tain  genuine  dairy  cream  fillings. 

MILK 

Some  of  the  best  milk  in  the  County  is  sold  in  the  Stam¬ 
ford  area  and  thus  it  is  no  surprise  to  find  the  eleven  samples 
taken  averaging  4.08%  butter  fat  and  8.82%  other  solids. 
(Minimum  of  3.0%  and  8.5%  respectively). 

SAUSAGES  (Pork) 

Although  the  Minister  still  resists  the  temptation  to  re¬ 
introduce  a  statutory  standard  for  sausages,  it  has  now  been 
generally  conceded  that  a  “beef”  sausage  should  contain  50% 
and  a  “pork”  sausage  65%  of  meat.  The  two  samples  of  pork 
sausage  (both  cost  3/2d.  per  lb.)  contained  65%  and  69.3% 
of  meat  respectively. 

Happily  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  caution,  much  less 
prosecute  a  vendor  though  the  samples  were  obtained  from 
many  different  sources. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Hawley  for  his  assistance  throughout 
the  year  and  for  the  facts  contained  in  his  resume. 

FOOD  POISONING 

One  case  was  reported  and  the  infecting  organism  was 
found  to  be  Salmonella  Typhi-Murium.  The  actual  source  of  the 
infection  was  however  not  discovered.  The  infection  was  mild 
and  domicilary  care  sufficed  but  the  investigations  and  swab 
taking  involved  illustrated  the  cost  to  the  community  of  lapses 
in  hygiene. 

HEALTH  EDUGATION 

While  this  is  a  function  of  the  Gounty  Gouncil  the  major 
impact  must  come  from  those  who  locally  are  health  conscious. 
It  is  the  Health  Inspector  with  his  finger  in  so  many  bf  the 
attributes  of  living  who  can  do  so  much  to  spread  the  Gospel 
of  mens  sana  in  corpore  sano  and  the  factors  which  can  best 
ensure  them.  The  Health  Visitors  and  Nurses  on  their  rounds 
can  and  do  inculcate  the  facts  on  which  positive  health  and  a 
boundless  zest  for  life  so  largely  depend. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANGE  AGT 

It  was  not  necessary  actually  to  use  the  powers  given 
under  Section  47  of  the  Act,  but  in  one  case  all  the  preliminary 
steps  had  been  taken  before  the  person  concerned  decided  to 
make  alternative  arrangements  voluntarily. 

During  the  year  7  Socio-Medical  cases  were  investigated 
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and  efforts  made  to  solve  the  various  types  of  social  break¬ 
down  or  maladjustment  presented  by  each.  As  is  the  usual 
pattern  the  majority  were  those  of  elderly  persons  living  alone 
and  weighted  down  by  the  effort  of  keeping  going  against  fail¬ 
ing  physical  resources.  For  such,  a  Grouped  Elderly  Person’s 
Bungalow  Scheme  with  a  Warden  in  Charge  would  be  a  near 
ideal  solution  to  their  problem  and  hold  for  them  that  delicate 
balance  between  independence  and  supervision.  Another  social 
problem  of  which  the  Council  have  been  well  aware  is  that  of 
the  toll  of  accidents  in  the  home,  which  each  year  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  more  fatalities  than  the  roads  and  places  of  work  put 
together.  On  top  of  this  the  cost  in  individual  misery  and  finan¬ 
cial  loss  to  the  community  consequent  on  burns,  scalds  and 
fractures  within  the  home  makes  it  a  national  burden  hard  to 
bear.  Advantage  was  taken  of  a  generous  offer  from  the  Stam¬ 
ford  and  Rutland  Mercury  to  use  its  display  window  for 
propaganda  purposes  and  a  fortnight’s  Home  Safety  campaign 
was  staged  there  and  aroused  considerable  public  interest. 

Before  concluding  my  report  I  feel  driven  to  make  a 
reference  to  the  vandalism  which  now  occurs  so  persistently 
and  which  is  so  disheartening  to  those  who  wish  to  see  the 
amenities  of  the  town  constantly  increased  for  the  benefit  and 
pleasure  of  all.  Material  damage  is  done  to  signs,  public  equip¬ 
ment,  buildings,  walls  and  even  toilets  do  not  escape  destruc¬ 
tive  attention.  The  irresponsible  outlook  of  some  youths  with 
their  total  lack  of  regard  for  the  property  of  others  is  seemingly 
a  concomitant  of  our  times  and  an  indictment  of  parental  con¬ 
trol.  It  might  be  more  widely  appreciated  that  parents  who 
are  over  indulgent  can  inflict  as  much  cruelty  ultimately  on 
their  children  by  failing  to  correct  them  as  was  caused  by  the 
overstern  parent  of  former  days. 

The  Borough  Mortuary  which  is  used  by  the  Police  and 
the  Hospital  was  most  efficiently  looked  after  by  Mr.  Hagger 
as  has  been  his  wont  for  many  years  and  in  his  impending  re¬ 
tirement  I  would  like  to  record  this  fact. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  especially  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  keen  interest  in  and  help  with  the 
many  facets  of  the  work  of  safeguarding  and  cherishing  the 
health  of  the  community  which  it  is  my  honour  to  serve. 

I  would  also  like  to  express  a  special  word  of  personal 
thanks  to  Miss  Butler  on  whom  I  rely  so  much  and  my  col¬ 
leagues  Mr.  Roll  and  Mr.  Burt  for  their  generous  support  at 
all  times.  I  have  continued  to  en|oy  the  help  of  all  my  other 
colleagues  on  the  Town  Hall  staff  which  means  so  much  for 
smooth  working  and  living.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  amount  of  business  at  the  Municipal  Abattoir  was 
virtually  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  being  10,550,  a  slight  increase  in  cattle 
being  offset  by  a  decrease  in  sheep.  Once  again  hundred  per 
cent  inspection  was  maintained,  and  I  feel  that  the  continued 
inspection  annually  of  some  1 0,000  carcases  as  only  one  item  in 
the  work  of  this  Department,  should  not  go  without  mention. 

I  must  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Burt,  not  only  for  carrying  out  a  good 
proportion  of  the  meat  inspection,  but  who  was  called  upon 
for  a  long  period  of  relief  duty  owing  to  the  absence  through 
sickness  of  the  Abattoir  Manager,  Mr.  Hibbitt.  The  provision 
of  adequate  relief  in  emergency  at  the  Abattoir,  is  a  matter  to 
which  the  Council  is  giving  its  earnest  consideration  but  it  is 
not  easy  to  find  suitable  persons  willing  to  undertake  duty  of 
this  nature. 

For  no  apparent  reason,  “blood  splash”  has  been  much  less 
of  a  problem  during  the  past  year  and  as  far  as  we  are  con¬ 
cerned,  the  cause  of  this  phenomenon  remains  an  unsolved 
mystery. 

The  amount  of  meat  condemned  was  15,708  lbs.  There 
is  an  overall  slight  rise  in  the  percentage  of  animals  showing 
some  unsound  condition  but  there  is  considerable  reduction  in 
the  number  of  total  carcase  condemnations  and  it  is  significant 
that  only  one  bovine  carcase  was  condemned!  for  generalised 
tuberculosis.  To  what  extent  this  is  due  to  the  virtual  cessa¬ 
tion  of  the  slaughter  of  cows  (only  three  during  the  year)  is 
a  matter  for  speculation. 
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Once  again  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Abattoir  was 
greatly  assisted  by  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  Slaughtering 
Contractor  and  his  staff  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the 
Abattoir  remains  an  economic  undertaking.

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CLEAN  FOOD  REGULATIONS 


As  a  result  of  Notices  served,  an  unsatisfactory  bakehouse 
was  closed  during  the  year  and  a  considerable  improvement 
in  the  observation  of  these  Regulations  by  the  Market  Stall¬ 
holders  retailing  food  stuffs  was  produced  as  a  result  of  system¬ 
atic  inspection  and  advice.  In  two  cases  only  was  it  necessary 
to  serve  Notices  and  these  produced  immediate  compliance. 
Improved  canteen  facilities  and  drainage  were  completed  at 
the  Municipal  Swimming  Baths.  Improvements  to  comply  with 
the  Regulations  were  also  carried  out  at  a  fried  fish-shop  and 
two  provision  stores.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  Register  of  Distributors  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  nor  in  the  Licences  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations,  1954. 

As  the  Borough  of  Stamford  is  a  Specified  Area  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1954,  enforcement  of 
the  order  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  and  I  am 
informed  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Lofthouse,  County  Health  Inspector,  that 
thirteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year  (five  of  Tuberculin  Tested-Pasteurised  and  eight  of 
Pasteurised  milk)  and  all  passed  the  prescribed  test.  One  sample 
of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  submitted  for  Biological  Exam¬ 
ination  for  tubercle  bacilli  was  reported  negative. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  various  sources  supplying  the  Borough  were  kept 
under  observation  and  the  results  of  the  samples  taken  from 
such  sources  are  given  in  the  annexed  table. 

Notification  of  the  results  of  nine  samples  from  the  well 
at  St.  George’s  were  received  from  the  County  Health  Inspec¬ 
tor,  one  of  the  unchlorinated  and  all  of  the  chlorinated  were 
satisfactory.

Enquiries  were  made  in  connection  with  1  1  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  1  of  Food  Poisoning  and  5  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 
Adequate  measures  of  disinfection  were  carried  out  where 
appropriate. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  infestation  by 
bugs  but  one  dirty  house  was  cleansed  after  the  ejection  of 
the  tenant.  Disinfestation  of  cells  at  the  Police  Station  was  also 
carried  out  after  they  had  housed  verminous  prisoners.

HOUSING  INSPECTION 

it  is  gratifying  to  record  further  satisfactory  progress  with 
the  work  of  slum  clearance.  Re-housing  of  tenants  from  the 
East  Street/Elm  Street  Area  was  completed  and  the  tenants 
from  the  Brooks  Court  Clearance  Area  were  also  all  re-housed. 
In  addition,  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  confirmed  in 
respect  of  10  houses  at  Eight  Acres  and  14  individual  unfit 
houses  were  dealt  with  by  Closure.  Demolition  of  13  unfit 
houses  was  carried  out  by  the  Council,  preparatory  to  carrying 
out  a  scheme  of  improvement  of  the  remainder  of  this  Area  and 
also  of  the  houses  in  East  Street/Elm  Street  Area  on  which  new 
houses  are  to  be  erected. 

9  houses  were  inspected  as  a  result  of  application  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act.  A  Form  “J”  was 
issued  in  8  cases  and  was  followed  by  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair 
in  2  cases.  In  the  remainder,  undertakings  were  forthcoming 
from  the  owners.  One  application  was  refused. 

7  houses  were  inspected  as  a  result  of  application  for  an 
Improvement  Grant.  In  6  cases  a  Grant  was  approved  and  in 
1  case  refused.  Approved  schemes  for  Grant-aid  were  com¬ 
pleted  in  respect  of  4  houses  during  the  year.
